The  records  showed  in  simple  terms  that  76  children  were 
born  alive  and  68  people  died  during  the  year  compared  with  75 
and  64  respectively  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  4  still 
births,  and  2  babies  died  in  the  first  year  of  life.  Expressed 
as  rates,  we  find  that  the  district  birth  and  death  rates,  when 
suitably  corrected  for  comparison,  were  an  improvement  on  those 
for  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  still  birth  rate,  though 
relatively  high,  is  subject  to  wide  variation  in  a  small 
population,  but  the  average  for  the  antecedent  five  year  period 
shows  that  it  was  less  than  the  national  figure.  One  has  to 
look  at  the  ages  at  death  to  confirm  the  healthiness  of  the 
district,  by  noting  that  78%  of  the  total  deaths  concerned  ages 
over  65  years,  and  the  causes  of  death  were  diseases  normally 
associated  with  old  age. 

Our  total  and  types  of  infectious  disease  notifications 
would  have  been  as  usual,  trivial,  except  for  the  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  which  occurred  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year 
and  which  resulted  in  one  death  and  one  paralytic  case.  No 
cases  of  food  poisoning  wore  reported. 

Living  in  a  healthy  district  confers  no  insurance  against 
outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  like  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  for  which,  however,  suitable  preventive  measures  can  be 
availed  of.  As  may  be  seen  in  the  remarks  under  this  heading 
in  my  report,  the  response  for  protection  against  these 
diseases  and  small  pox  was  not  encouraging. 

The  event  of  the  year  affecting  the  personal  health 
services  of  the  district  was  the  opening  of  a  permanent  premises 
adapted  to  serve  as  the  County  Council  Clinic.  After  years  of 
struggling  under  impossible  temporary  conditions,  the  change  to 

a  properly  equipped  though  none  too  spacious,  abode  inspired  the 
enthusiastic  workers  to  make  the  centre  more  worthy  of  the  heeds 
of  this  large  district.  One  is  hopeful,  among  the  other  benefits 
which  will  result  to  child  health  and  care,  that  there  will  be 
an  improvement  in  the  response  to  immunisation  and  vaccination. 


The  Council’s  environmental  health  services  operated  on 
oiled  wheels  during  and  outside  the  holiday  season,  thanks  to 
the  alert  supervisory  control  by  the  technical  officers.  By 
careful  preparation  and  vigilant  attention,  the  surveyor 
ensured  that  no  water  shortage  occurred  at  the  periods  of 
greatest  demand,  even  if  it  was  not  possible  to  maintain  satis¬ 
factory  pressures  at  all  times  at  the  peripheral  points.  The 
multiplicity  of  the  health  inspector’s  additional  duties  - 
expected  and  otherwise  -  during  the  holiday  season  could  pass 
unnoticed  in  the  success  that  attended  his  efforts,  and  similarly, 
with  the  normal  duties,  it  is  the  unexpected  breakdown  or  the 
little  complaint  which  tends  to  steal  the  limelight  from  the 
success  of  the  bigger  and  more  Important  issues,  though 
fortunately  the  incidental  mishaps  were  few  in  number. 


The  particular  matters  to  which  attention  was  nationally 
directed  during  the  year  concerned  the  clearance  of  unfit 
houses  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  1954  and  the 
issue  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  which  did  not 
become  operable  until  1956.  The  first  of  these  affected  us 
scarcely  at  all,  but  the  second  -  ”up  to  the  neck.!S  To  anyone 
who  followed  the  standard  of  hygienic  control  of  food  for  the 
past  decade,  these  new  measures  seemed  as  inevitable  as  the 
steps  taken  in  the  distant  past  for  ensuring  a  safe  water  supply. 
Thi3  country  could  not  afford  to  trot  lamely  behind  the 
progressive  march  of  others  in  safeguarding  the  public  against 
infections  arising  from,  or  spread  by,  contaminated  food,  and 
so  the  effort  has  been  madG  to  negative  the  dangers,  just  as 
other  preventive  measures  came  into  existence  and  are  now 
accepted  as  parts  of  normal  living.  In  effect,  the  new 
regulations  require  members  who  wish  to  form  part  of  the  food 
trade  to  be  provided  with  the  tools  necessary  for  the  job  and 
have  an  intelligent  understanding  of  their  obligations  to  the 
public*  From  this  viewpoint,  we  have  every  reason  to  anticipate 
that  the  local  traders  and  members  of  the  catering  industry 
will  enthusiastically  co-operate  in  the  usual  manner  to  carry 
out  the  requirements  and  intention  of  these  further  safeguards. 
Their  success  Is  so  vital  to  the  welfare  and  economic  life  of 
the  district  that  it  is  essential  for  everyone  engaged  in  the 
food  trade  to  pull  his  weight  and  not  let  the  side  down. 


The  most  pleasant  part  of  this  report  making  is  the 
opportunity  provided  to  express  my  gratitude  to  my  colleagues 
on  the  Council  staff  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Public  Health  cc  A  a  tor  Commit  toe.  I  am  Indebted  to  Mr  .Long  who  always 
appears  to  take  his  multifarious  duties  in  easy  stride,  for 
keeping  me  woll  informed  about  the  district  happenings,  which 
I  freely  avail  of  in  compiling  this  report.  For  the  help  and 
kindness  received  from  all  concerned  during  the  year,  I  wish  to 
express  my  earnest  thanks.

We  were,  as  usual,  indebted  to  the  public  Health  Laboratory, 
Lincoln,  in  charge  of  Dr « JAM.  Cro  11,  for  the  examinations  of  sample 
concerned  with  the  purity  of  water  supply,  milk  and  ico  cream,  as 
well  as  the  specimens  relating  to  infectious  disease  investigation 
During  the  year  201  samples  and  specimens  were  examined  In 
connection  with  the  successful  conduct  of  the  Council’s  services, 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  express  satisfaction  for  the  valued 
assistance  received  from  this  conveniently  situated  service. 


Clinics 

At  long  last,  one  is  in  a  position  to  mention,  with  pleasure, 
that  the  County  Council  was  able  to  acquire  and  open  a  permanent 
premises  to  serve  as  a  suitable  clinic  for  the  district.  After 
years  of  working  in  makeshift  temporary  accommodation  totally 
unsuited  to  needs  it  was  a  joy  for  the  staff  to  work  under  the 
changed  conditions  which  were  equally  appreciated  by  the  public. 
All  of  us  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Councillor  H. Row  land  for 
the  Interest  he  took  to  bring  about  its  realisation.  Spurred  by 
the  energy  and  enthusiasm  of  the  area  health  visitor.  Miss  p. 
Hutchinson,  and  the  district  nurses,  the  child  welfare,  toddlers 
and  ante-natal  clinics  are  thriving  and  expanding  forces  which, 
with  the  blessing  of  the  local  practitioners,  should  do  much  to 
improve  child  health  and  care  in  the  district.

This  list  would  be  trivial  were  it  not  for  the  unfortunate 
inclusion  of  the  four  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  three  of  which 
occurred  in  October  and  one  in  November.  Three  of  the  number 
were  adults,  including  one  death  from  the  disease,  and  one 
paralytic  case.  All  the  cases  were  fully  investigated  and  no 
cause  or  direct  contact  was  found  for  the  Infection  occurring 
about  the  same  period.  In  this  disease,  the  precaution  of 
taking  absolute  rest  during  the  initial  stages,  in  the  presence 
of  general  symptoms  of  illness  associated  with  stiffness  of  the 
neck,  is  most  essential  and  may  mean  the  difference  between  a 
light  and  a  serious  attack. 

All  the  measles  infections  affected  children  and  four  of 
the  number  wore  temporary  visitors.  The  case  of  clinical 
dysentery  was  also  a  temporary  visitor,  which  did  not  allow  of 
Investigation  into  the  causation.

The  diphtheria  immunisations  of  the  under  5  year  group  are 
actually  relatively  lower  than  the  preceding  year,  when  measured 
a.s  a  percentage  of  the  comparable  surviving  births,  by  the  ratio 
62  to  67.  This  percentage  of  immunisation  in  the  under  five  year 
group  is  far  below  the  safety  margin  and  courts  the  risk  of  pocket 
outbreaks  among  unprotected  children,  similar  to  those  which  keep 
occurring  In  various  parts  of  the  country  through  this  neglect. 
During  the  year  there  was  an  example  of  this  in  a  city  on  the  Gounty 
border,  which  affected  17  cases,  with  one  death,  and  only  one  of 
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the  victims  was  known  to  have  had  the  course  of  treatment  against 
the  disease.  Examples  of  this  kind  remind  us  that  there  Is  no 
reason  for  complacency. 

It  was  thought  the  encouraging  immunisation  response  against 
whooping  cough  last  year  meant  tho  beginning  of  a  progressive  drive 
to  seek  protection  against  this  most  common,  and  sorious ,  of 
existing  childhood  infections.  Unfortunately,  Instead  of  the 
expected  Increased  response,  the  numbers  treated  were  less  than 
the  previous  year,  which  is  not  so  easy  to  understand  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  whooping  cough  appears  regularly  In  our  infectious 
disease  table,  and  In  numbers  greater  than  represented  by  the 
notifications.  Although  It  is  not  claimed  that  the  vaccine 
gives  absolute  protection  against  the  disease,  except  in  a 
varying  percentage  of  cases,  experience  has  shown  it  does  consider¬ 
ably  mitigate  and  shorten  the  attack,  and  this  should  be  sufficient 
justification  for  taking  advantage  of  its  use. 

Smallpox  is  now  a  rare  disease  in  this  country,  thanks  to 
the  vigilant  shield  maintained  by  the  public  hea  1th  author  it ie s 
over  the  danger  of  immigrant  sources  of  infection*  The  public 
relies  far  too  much  on  risks  being  sealed  in  this  way,  for  indeed 
they  can  never  be  made  foolproof,  and  this  fact  makes  it  a  duty 
to  point  out  that  only  a  third  to  a  quarter  of  the  babies  in  the 
district  are  being  vaccinated.  In  the  matter  of  infant  vaccination, 
parents  also  require  to  look  ahead  to  the  time  when  the  children 
grow  up  and  enter  the  Services  or  go  abroad.  Then,  vaccination 
against  smallpox  is  compulsory,  and  a  severe  reaction  -  occasionally 
with  serious  complications  -  is  not  unusual  in  the  case  of  those 
who  have  not  boon  done  in  childhood.

Three  notifications  but  no  deaths  were  recorded  compared 
with  the  record  figures  of  the  previous  year  of  one  notification 
and  one  death.  One  of  the  notifications  concerned  a  person  who 
came  to  reside  in  the  district  and,  as  it  happened,  remained  only 
a  short  period. 

My  remarks  last  year  about  the  absence  of  non-pulmonar y 
notifications  remain  true  also  this  year  and  would  seem  to  confirm 
the  bearing  the  safo  milk  supply  has  had  on  the  results.  It  is 
noticeable  too,  when  examining  children  at  school  medical 
inspection,  how  rarely  one  now  comes  across  the  tuberculosis 
type  of  glands  which  former  iy  were  not  uncommon.  This  is  the 
sixth  year  since  the  district  milk  supply  became  entirely 
pasteurised,  and  when  one  remembers  the  previously  existing  chaos 
of  the  supply,  which  Mr. Long  undertook  enthusiastically  and 
successfully  to  tease  out,  it  is  rewarding  to  feel  we  are  now 
reaping  the  benefits.  It  is  no  harm  to  bear  In  mind  that  here, 
as  with  other  community  preventive  measures,  Immediate  results 
are  seldom  the  expectation  and  consequently  the  successful 
achievement  is  often  lost  sight  of  in  the  slow  progress  of  the 
change .

WATER 


The  result  of  the  bacteriological  examination  and  the 
classification  of  th6  samples  taken  from  the  public  supply  are 
shown  hereunder.  The  samples  included  those  taken  from  the  bores 
and  from  various  houses  and  points  over  the  district  and,  as  can 
b6  seen,  were  consistently  satisfactory  over  the  year.  Two 
chemical  analyses  confirmed  the  purity  and  general  excellence 
of  the  quality  of  the  supply  which,  with  its  total  absence  of 
permanent  hardness  should  be  the  envy  of  laundries  and  other 
commerc ial  concerns  .

The  surveyor  reported  a  more  satisfactory  output  at  source 
following  the  satisfactory  development  of  the  bore  yield  during 
the  year.  This,  coupled  with  reserve  supplies  from  other 
authorities  which  could  be  availed  of  in  case  of  need,  lessened 
any  anxieties  about  maintaining  an  adequacy  of  water  at  the 
periods  of  peak  demands*  The  limited  storage  capacity  of  the 
water  tower  continues  to  provide  difficulties  which  have  to  be 
met  by  vigilant  supervision. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

(a )  Closets  and  Cesspools 

Only  one  conversion  from  dry  to  water  carriage  system  was 
carried  out,  which  left  the  number  of  dry  closets  at  the  total 
of  92  -  privy  vaults  at  farm  premises  7  and  pail  system  85. 

A  weekly  service  operated  for  the  clearing  of  pail  closets. 
Cesspool  emptying  was  done  according  to  the  urgency  of  require¬ 
ments  ,  as  part  of  a  regular  service  at  intervals  varying  from 
weekly  to  monthly,  and  the  new  equipment  obtained  during  the 
year  improved  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

( b )  Sewer  a ge  and  Drainage 


The  five  pumping  stations  connected  with  the  district  sewer 
systems  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

No  major  reconstructions  were  effected  at  the  sewage 
disposal  works,  which  functioned  without  any  unusual  incident. 

A  sample  of  the  effluent  from  each  of  the  disposal  works,  taken 
outside  the  holiday  season,  satisfied  requirements  regarding 
standard.  The  Council’s  public  health  inspector  in  his  report 
mentioned  attention  given  to  the  following  matters.

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DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

Three  room  disinfections  and  steam  disinfection  of  bedding 
were  done  in  connection  with  infectious  disease.  Disinfestation 
of  premises  was  required  in  nine  houses ,  or  rooms  of  the  houses, 
to  overcome  infestations  which  Included  fleas,  cockroaches  and 
ants. 


REFUSE  COLLS CTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

In  a  seaside  resort  this  is  one  of  the  services  that 
requires  efficient  organisation  to  meet  the  unusual  demands  of 
the  holiday  season,  and  the  Inspector  reported  he  was  able  to 
arrange  for  a  weekly  house  and  camp  site  collection  to  be 
maintained  throughout  the  period  by  overtime  working.  The 
addition  of  a  new  collection  vehicle  helped  the  effort.  The 
bald  mention  of  the  success  expected  and  achieved  in  this 
important  branch  of  the  services  does  not  reveal  the  many 
day-to-day  problems  which  confronted  the  inspector,  and  had  to 
be  dealt  with  as  urgent  situations.  One  must  also  pay  tribute 
to  the  workmen  for  co-operating  so  satisfactorily  in  the 
successful  running  of  the  department. 

The  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
Brickyard  site,  which  continues  to  be  adequate  for  needs. 

The  salvage  yield  from  the  marketable  refuse  collected 
during  the  yearly  rounds  amounted  to  the  respectable  sum  of  £905, 


RATS  AND  MICE 

The  work  of  controlling  the  rat  and  mouse  population  has 
gained  in  importance  since  the  issue  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1955  and  It  is  now  in  the  forefront  of  services 
concerned  with  the  prevention  of  certain  infections  which  can 
be  spread  by  means  of  foodstuffs  contaminated  by  these  rodents. 

From  the  information  with  which  I  am  supplied,  It  is  clear  that 
attention  in  keeping  with  the  importance  of  the  matter  was  given 
to  it,  judging  by  the  remarkably  large  number  of  premises  of 
various  kinds  examined  in  addition  to  general  district  surveys. 

Routine  surveys  of  the  district  were  made  and  treatment 
given  as  required.  Test  baiting  of  the  sewers  showed  no  evidence 
of  infestation*  Among  the  premises  inspected  we re  1359  dwelling 
houses,  115  business  places  and  80  farms  and  agricultural  properties 
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It  is  most  satisfactory  to  observe  the  number  of  business  premises 
dealt  with.  As  the  result  of  all  the  survey  work  it  was  reported 
that  only  82  minor  infestations  were  discovered  and  treated.

On  the  credit  side,  we  see  the  satisfactory  number  of  new 
houses  completed  during  the  year  by  the  Council  and  private 
builders,  as  well  as  the  attention  given  generally  to  house 
repairs,,  It  is  the  latter,  perhaps,  which  provides  the  best 
index  of  interest  end  progress  in  district  housing  matters, 
because  it  represents  the  unspectacular  and  frustrating  drudge 
of  getting  essential  repairs  carried  out  in  cases,  among  others, 
of  low  and  uneconomic  rented  properties.  The  number  of  inspection 
reported  by  the  health  inspector  for  housing  defects,  and  the 
large  number  of  houses  rendered  fit  in  consequence,  indicate  the 
share  of  attention  given  to  the  important  effort  of  hooping 
houses  up  oO  reasonable  health  standards  and  preventing  their 
gradual  deterioration  into  l- he  slum  category.  In  conjunction 
with  these  endeavours,  in  is  satisfying  to  note  the  increasing 
popularity  for  availing  of  t ho  provisions  of  tho  Housing  Apt, 

1949,  for  improving  dwelling  houses,  after  the  slow  response  of 
other  years,,  Twenty  five  applications  w ore  granted  during  the
